Hoaever, Roar Adairal 
Charloa F. Horne, Senior Noabor of UNC MAC and one of tho aoat voracioua local

"On tho aorning of 26 October no aet tho official party at tho 
'Monastery', tho officora club at Caap Kitty Haak, aevoral ailea aouth of 
Panaunjoa. Special Adviaor Jiaay Loo, tho Buroau'a priaary alerting contact 
at UNCMAC, aet ua and noted hoN auch ho doponda on FBI8. Ho told ua that 
before Seoul Bureau uaa eatabliahed, he and hia ataff aero forcod to liaton 
to Pyongyang radio thoaaolvoa in order to quickly provide UNCMAC aith DPRK 
reportage and cooaent on North-South iaauoa. Jiaay then introduced ua to 
Adairal Horne, aho talkod aith ua for aevoral ainutoa. Ho aaid ho uaa 
pleased to have ua aa guoata, since UNCMAC and ho personally aero indebted to 
FBI8, and especially 8eoul Buroau, for its alerting responsibilities and 
proapt translations of aatorial on MAC nestings and crises in North-South 
relations. Seoul Buroau staffers knoa froa first-hand experience that the 
adairal aaa not exuding platitudes) ho is often in Jiaay Lee's office ahon 
Jiaay calls the Buroau for inforaation. 


"After the large official party had asseabled ao took the bus aith part 
of tho delegation to the Joint Security Area. Tho aajor assigned to 
accoapany ua arranged a quick of tho J8A before the aeeting began at 1100. He 
aero the only civilians visible except for the press corps. Halking to tho 
conference hall, through and around the sizable nuabor of ailitary security 
personnel and the honor guards, ao Notched the UNCMAC party led by the 
adairal aarch into the conference building. A fea quick steps to the aide of 
the building enabled ua to see the North Korean delegation aarching up to the 
other end of the building, escorted by a large KPA honor guard. As the 
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•■•ting bagan w* had 'ringaida' iiiti to th* procaadinga through th* window* 
of th« conf»r»nc» building which w»r* opan for praaa photographara and th« 
■any Military obttrvtn outtida. Wa wars told that TA8B, PRAVDA and N0V08TI 
corraapondanta wart praaant, although Ma did not aaka thair acquaintanca. In 
addition to tha aany U.8. and RQK Military paraonnal war* Swadiah, 8wi*«, 
Poliah and Czach officara froa tha Nautral Nationa Suparviaory Coaaiaaion and 
a nuabar of Britiah, Auatralian, Franch, Philippina and othar UNCMAC 
paraonnal. All thaaa paopla in diffarant uniforaa, atanding or walking 
caaually in tha bright aunahina whila loudapaakara carriad tha atataaanta and 
tranalationa throughout tha J8A, praaantad a atranga apactacla. 

"Aftar Adairal Horna road UNCMAC’a long protaat ovar tha DPRK apy boat 
inddant, and aftar tha atataaant was tranalatad into Koraan and Chinaaa, wa 
dacidad that wa had aavorad anough of tha aurraaliatic aurroundinga and wara 
drivan back to tha 'Honaatary' and raturnad to Saoul. Tha aaating waa aoat 
iapraaaiva, and a vivid raaindar of Saoul Buraau'a proxiaity to tha 
frontl ina. * 

II. OPERATIONS 

Editorlal/Honitorial 


1. Tha Buraau'a publiahabla wordaga for Octobar raachad an all-tiaa 
high of ovar 747,000, topping tha pravioua racord aat in Hay 1985 during tha 
occupation of tha U8I8 Library. Nordaga froa Pyongyang radio waa naarly 
50,000 ovar tha pravioua high and conatitutad about ona-third of tha total. 
Tha Koraan Unit accoapliahad thia daspita baing down ona Monitor and daapita 
axtanaiva procaaaing backloga throughout tha aonth. 

In addition to "noraal N activitiaa that add to tha workload, auch aa 
two MAC aaatinga and tha varioua North-South talka, aavaral othar avanta 
doainatad aadia attantion during tha aonth. Firat waa tha vlait of PRC Vica 
Praaiar Li Pang, and aora than a dozan othar PRC dalagationa, to tha DPRK to 
aark tha 35th annivaraary of tha antranca of tha Chinaaa Paopla'a Voluntaara 
into tha Koraan War. Tha Li Pang viait attractad intaraat froa AB and tha 
Eabaaay, particularly in attaaptlng to guaga tha atata of DPRK-PRC ralationa 
in tha light of Pyongyang 'a parcaivad tilt toward tha USSR. Sacond waa tha 
20 Octobar ainking by tha ROK Araad Forcaa of a DPRK "apy boat* off Puaan, 
which raaultad in a foraal protaat to tha DPRK at tha 26 Octobar MAC 
aaating. Raportaga on tha ainking, ROK raaction, and Pyongyang'a 
danunciation of tha incidant aa a "fabrication by tha South" ganaratad 
conaidarabla intaraat aaong aavaral conauaara, particularly UNCMAC, which tha 
Buraau alartad aavaral tiaaa in connaction with tha incidant. Finally, a naw 
davalopaant in Rok-U.8. ralationa— antagoniaa ovar U.3. trada policy and tha 
iapoaition of laviaa on ROK axporta to tha U.8.— fully aaargad in tha ROK 
praaa. Tha thaaa of aavaral aditoriala in tha Saoul varnacular papara haa 
baan that tha U.8. ia aingling out tha ROK in iapoaing protactioniat aaaauraa 
and that Koraa, not Japan or othar aora davalopad countriaa, la baing aada a 
acapagoat. 


2. Aftar baing alartad by MOD, aarly in tha aonth tha Buraau bagan 
racording broadcaata of tha clandaatina radio "Echo of tha Maaaaa." Tha 
Buraau had no prior racord of thia atation, which broadcaata in tha avaning 
and purporta to tranaait froa Saoul. Racaption of tha atation, vary poor at 
baat, haa datarioratad to unaonitorabla. Prograaaing that waa audibla 
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cloaaly parallala that of th« elandaatina Vole* of National Salvation, and 
Buriau aoniton think thi two atationa uao atvaral of tha aaaa announcara. 
Racaption of tha atation ia battar in Okinawa than in 8aoul, and at our 
roquaat Okinawa Buraau'a Cruiaing Unit haa racordad 8 daya of tha atation 'a 
caata and aailad tha racordinga to ua. Tha Saoul Buraau cruiaing aonitor 
will axploit thaa for furthar obaarvationa.
